The city 
department will take care of the busi- 
ness streets and alleys and special de- 
tachments of firemen will be on hand| 
to avert fires. The refuse will be des- 
troyed under their direction. 

It has become an annual institution 
in Spokane and has been taken up by 
other cities in the United States and 
the Dominion of Canada. Twenty 
thousand men, women and_ school 
children p articipated in the first an- 
nual cleaning day, five years ago.\The 


{men and boys were armed with shovels 


pruning implements and rakes, while 
the women and girls assisted in plant- 
ing trees and shrubs and flower seeds. 
They worked from early morning un- 
til the sun passed from view behind 
the western hills and the results were 
highly satisfactory. When Spokane 
awakened the next morning the city 
presented the appearance of a new pin. 

Beautification and artistic improve- 
ments were noticable in all parts of 
the city and it was generally conceded 
that the first cleaning day campaign 
was one of the most successful semi- 
civic movements carried to a success- 
ful-conclusion in Spekane and the 
Northwest. Then and there it was de- 
cided to devote one day each year to 
this work. Afterward the campaign 
was extended to cover 6 days, closing 
with an arbor day celebration the last 
afternoon of the week.

HONOR CARNEGIE 


Join In Presenting Medal to 
“Benefactor of Humanity” 


Washington, May §.—Andrew Car- 
negie received what he called his 
greatest. mark of honor, when twen- 
ty-one American republics bestowed 
upon him a gold medal bearing on one 
side the words “Benefactor of Human- 
ity,” and on the other “The Ameri- 
can Republics to Andrew Carnegie.” 

According to John Barrett, director- 
general of the Pan-American Union, 
it was the first timg in history that 
such a tribute from so many nations 
had been paid to an individual. 

Mr. de Zamacona, the Mexican am- 
bassador, made the speech of pre- 
sentation; Secretary of State Knox 
presided and President Taft spoke in 
eulogy of the gifts which Carnegie has 
made for the cause of peace on this 
hemisphere and throughout the world.

CAPITULATES -

Diaz Announces His Intention 
to Resign Presidency 


WHEN PEAGE IS RESTORED 


Will Make Sure That His Acceptance 


of Madero’s Ultimatum Will Not Be> 
Followed by Anarchy—Rebel Army's | 


March on Capital Haited When 


President’s Decision Becomes Known | 


—Washington Feels Relieved 


Mexico City, May 8.—President 
Diaz last night issued a manifesto to 
the people of Mexico, declaring his in- 
tention to resign the presidency as 
soon as peace is restored. 


In this manner the president has 


| virtually acceded to the demands of 


Francisco I. Madero that he make an- 
nouncement of such intention. Ma- 
dero had given the order on Saturday 
for the rebel forces to retire from the 
border and march upon Mexico City. 
The manitesto has resulted in coun- 
termanding the order. 

As to when peace is actually re- 
stored Diaz reserves the right to be 
the judge. In the words of the mant- 


festo, it will be “when, according to 


the dictates of my conscience, I am 
sure that my resignation will not be 


followed by anarchy.” 

The president declares that his de- 
termination to relinquish the presi- 
dency at this time is prompted solely 
by a desire to conserve the best inter- 
ests of his country. 

The president makes it clear that 
he does not propose to abandon the 
presidency while his country is at 
war, and that he will not do so at 
any thme under compulsion. 

President Diaz’ manifesto was made 
public this morning. The promise of 
| the president is made to the people of 
Mexico and its receipt by revolution- 
ists will be incidental. 

It ws at a cabinet meeting Sunday 
)afternoon that Diaz announced to his 
ministers his decision. For tivo hours 
and a half they discussed the terms 
of the manifesto dnd at the conclusion 
of the meeting there remained nothing 
to do but secure its official promulga- 
tion. 

Only in a general way thie 
manifesto refer to the revolution. The 
government's position is that Diaz 
could not have made a public state- 
;Ment at an earlier moment and it is 
indicated that the revolitionists failed 
to observe the amenities of the peace 
negotiations by making them public. 
Officially, it is said that Madero and 
his advisers were guilty of betraying 
an agreement into the 
conference either or openly 
the question of the president’s resigna- 
tion. It is declared that it had been 
agreed in confidence that this point 
should not be permitted to become 
an issue. 

Proffering the declaration of his 
, Willingness to retire, the president 
‘discusses the political conditions of 
the country and the efforts that have 
been made by the government 
tablish peace. He shows that the gov- 
ernment wishes to confirm the demand 
of the public in so far as it is wise and 
for the best interests of the country.

A night's ride in a Pull- 
man lands him at Yellowstone station, 
the western entrance of the park, 
ready for the 158 mile tour in the 
Monida and Yellowstone stages that 
are awaiting him. The trip through 
ne park may be made in five days, 

r it may be cut down to two by vis- 
iting he region of the geysers alone. 


Many, Many Wonderful Things. 


There are many wonderful things 
on the road before one gets to the 
Yellowstone park, however. Going 
west from Ogden on the Union Pa- 
cllic {s one of the most stupendous | 
pieces of railway engineering in the 
world, the great Salt Lake cut-off that 
was constructed at a cost of $6,000,- 
£00 to save forty-three miles of the 
distance between Ogden and San 
francisco. It crosses the Great Salt 
lake at its deepest portion and is 
10214 miles long. Some of the best 
engineers in the world pronounced 
this cut-off impossible, but it was 
built and is one of the unique fea- 
tures of #nerican railroading. 

Another thing that attracts trav- 
elers is Salt Lake City itself, which 
has been constantly in the public eye 
ever since it was a little huddle of 
wagons in the wilderness more than 
three generations ago. In meny ways 
it is one of the most remarkable | 
citles in the world, and as the seat! 
of power of the religious empire of 
the Mormons it is unique. The Taber- 
nacle, with its great organ, the Digs 
gest in the world, and the other ncta- 
ble buildings have been described | 
ever and over again, but no words or | 
photographs can picture them ade- | 
quately any more than they can a} 
bath in the lake itself—-in water in 
which one cannot sink. | 

To get to the Yellowstone National 
park or to Salt Lake City is now one | 
of the easiest things imaginable. The} 
directions are simple: You go to Og- 
den by the Union Pactfic, the new | 
and direct route, turn to the north! 
for the park and to the south for the 
“City of the Saints.” 


The “First Man on the Ground.” 


It is just a hundred and four years 
since the Yellowstone territory was 
discovered. A trapper and hunter 
found it. He was one John Colter, a 
private of the famous Lewis and Clark 
expedition. When, in 1806, this dis- 
tinguished band of pioneers retraced 
iheir steps and started back to St. 
Louis over their route that eventually 
opened up the great northwest Colter 
ordke away. All by himself, he set | 
out for the headwaters of the Mis- 
souri. He was practically forgotten 
when, four years later, he came into 
St. Louis, tattered, torn, Indian-like 
in his ways, but bubbling over with 
enthusiasm.

In hotel lobies, store fronts and

Hong Kong, May 16.—There are 
rumors of a revolutionary 
uprising at Canton and the surround- 
ing districts. Europeans in Shamien, 
the foreign district of Canton, are 
‘prepared to leave. The restlessness 


is widespread and tens of thousands | 


of persons are fleeing from the dis- 
turbed section to this city. 

The revolt is said to cover a wide 
area and to be led by relatives of high 
Chinese officials, who have been edu- 
cated in Japan. More than $1,000,- 
000 is said to be available to the 
rebels. The leaders of the revolution 
declare that they have enough dyna- 
mite to blow up the city of Canton. 
Decapitations of rebels and suspects 
occur in Canton daily. The relatives 
of these executed do not dare remove 
the bodies from the streets and as 
result there is a horrible situation,

| founders of the Standard O/l company 


showed a commercial genius unex- | 


| ampled in modern times, but the cor- | 


poration they have built up is so vast’ 
as to be @ menace to commercial life, | 
declared White. 

“The law is plain,” declared the} 
chief justice, “both in restraint ot 
trade and monopoly, and the attempts 
to monopolize the oil business of the} 
Unitel States. | 

“There are eighty volumes of testi- 
mony in this case, and we do not pro- 
pose to go into the testimony asffto 
whether there was any wrongdoing or 
not on the part of the Standard Oil in) 
building@up this monopoly. 

“It is quite possible that monopoly 
could have resulted from lawful acts, 
but the law prohibits monopoly. 
Whether the acts were lawful or not 
Was not material. ; 

“It is our duty to execute the Sher- 
man anti-trust law regardless of con- 
sequences. That duty will never be} 
performed unless now and for all 
time we look the issue squarely in 
the face and decide this case accord- 
ing to the law, regardless of what the | 
commercial result may be. 

“There are scores of charges of con- 
spiracy, not, even one-fourth of which 
we have had time to analyze. It would 
be beyond the human mind to take all 
this vast jungle of evidence and from 
its confusion decide the case as to) 
whether commercial crime was com- | 
mitted. P 

“There is only one point on which 
the contending forces agree. That is | 
the fact that this corporation is a}! 
monopoly, or practically a monopoly, 
of the oil business. | 

“How masterly its organization is 
we do not go into at this time. | 

“At least we believe, however, in 
dissolving this corporation that far 
more than thirty days should be al- 
lowed it to afrange its business in ac- 
cordance with the law. This is all 
the time the lower court has 
given it. We believe.that six months’ 
time should be given it to dissolve 
and reorganize. With this last modi- 
fication the decision of the lower court 
is affirmed.” 

Justice Harlan dissented from the 
opinion of the chief justice. His dis- | 
senting opinion, however, was to the |

Mr. Duryea was forty-four years 
old. He broke bis neck on Aug. 7, 
1SYS, while swimming at Oyster Bay.

He was swimming with James Durand 
of Glen Cove, N. Y., and the accident 
Was cuused by his slipping from the 
| Steps which led to the water at the 
| old Oyster Bay casino. He struck the 
sandy bottom of the bay with his 
shoulder, and his neck was twisted 
Hix companion dragged him out, and 


| bis home at Glen Cove. From there 
he Was removed to Roosevelt bospita! 
New York. 

Ail sensations of the body were cut 
off. nnd he could feel nothing below 
the neck, yet he was fu full possession 
of his senses A month later Dr 
Abbe of the bospital staff, assisted by 
Drs. Robert I. Weir and Arthur L. 
Fisk, surgeons, and Drs. Pierce Bailey 
and Edward D. Fisher, neurologists, 
performed the operation. Duryea was 
too weak to take ether, so he went 
under the knife knowing that the 
slightest move or mistake meant death 
The operation touk nearly an hour 
The back portions of the two verte 
brae were removed, laying the sheatb 
of the cord bare and relieving the 
pressure. Then the incisions were 
closed. The parts of the bone remov- 
ed were replaced with a kind of gris 
tle which grew perfectly, protecting 
| the cord. 

For days after the operation Duryea 
| felt nothing, but finally nervous sen- 
zations began to return and increased 
In force. His’breathing tmproved and 
hix digestion became stronger. Then

chstr and wheeled about the hospital. 

The angle at which he lay was grad- 
unily inereased until within a few 
months he was able to sit upright.

cause of High Prices. 

That many Americans have been 
| turned to the greater use of tea and 
| cocoa by the prevailing high prices of 
| coffee 1s indicated by the imports of 
| those three commodities. Imports of 
| tea and cocoa for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30 next bid fair to be the 
largest {in the history of America’s 1m- 
port trade. 

Coffee, which is showing the highest 
import prices since 1897, has fallen 
in the {mports. Since last July there 
have been imported 644,000,000 pounds, 


|a full hundred million less than was | 


used in this country during the cor- 
responding time last year. 

At the present rate of importation it 
fs probable that the tea imports will 
ageregate 115,000,000 pounds, and 
cocoa will exceed 140,000,000 pounds. 
The bureau of statistics of the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor estimates 
that the average import price of cof- 
fee this year is 10 cents a pound 
against 7 cents last year.

| Woman and child in the United States. . 


The experts now finishing their fiscal 


| Year and entering upon the most im-| 


portant stage of their work have gone 
at the problem with the idea of inter- 


fering with no phase of the govern- 
| Ment’s work, but of seeing that that 


work is performed with the greatest 
economy of men and money and that 
| the gorernment gets 100 cents’ worth 
of work for every dollar spent. 

As a pleasant little curtain raiser for 
| the big show that is to come later they 
have poked their finger into Uncle 
Sam’s traveling expense account and 
bave declared that it is too big. Chair- 
man Cleveland of the economy com 
mission pointed it out to Mr. Norton, 
then the president’s secretary: secre- | 
tury Norton explained it to President 
Taft, and President Taft took the 
country into his confidence. 

Think of spending $12.000,000 a year 
simply for traveling expenses—enough 
to give every one of Uncle Sam's 500.- 
000 employees a first class trip from 
New York to Chicago, with Pullman 
fare thrown in and something left to 
tip the porter; enough to give the pop-

around the world! 

It was as much a surprise to the 
president and his advisers to see this 
bill for travel as it may have been to 
the public. Appropriations have grown

Travel Never Summarized. 


“Never before was it known bow) 
much the government expended or ex- | 
pected to spend in travel expenses in 
any one year.” said Mr. Norton recent- 
ly. “Travel expenses are buried away 
in miscellaneous and contingent es- 
pense accounts, where they cannot be 
reached and cannot be analyzed The 
very fact that so much as $12,000,000

The real waste in govern- 
ment traveling expenses, according to 
leading officials of the government, 
comes from two primary causes—first, 
trips that are pot vitally necessary, 
and. second, travel that could be pur- 
chased for a less tigure than ts actual- 
ly paid for it.

Hostilities fn Mexico Formally 
Brought to an End 


NEWS OF AGREEMENT SPREAD 


insurgent Forces Will Not Be at Once

Juarez, Mex., May 23.—Tranquility ' 


reigns in northern Mexico for the first 
time in six months. Messages are 
being flashed over all wires and by 
courier to remote parts of the coun- 
try announcing that a peace agree- 
ment has definitely ended the hostili- 
ties between the revolutionists and 
the federal government. 

Judge Carbajal, the federal peace 
envoy, has prepared to depart for 
Mexico City, his mission here being 
accomplished after nearly four weeks 
of parleys. Francisco I. Madero, 
Jr., triumphant leader of the revolt, 
has received scores of congratulatory 
telegrams on the success of the move- 
ment he initiated. He will now await 
the resignation of President Diaz, 
starting for Mexico City, within a 
week, when It is expected to become 
an established fact. 

Though the peace agreement pro- 
vides for the gradual dispersion of 
the troops, it is not believed any 
counter-revolts or disturbance will oc- 
cur. The object of the gradual dis- 
bandment of the insurrectos, it is 
explained, is to maintain for a short 
time a good fighting force by which to 
keep order among the small scat- 
tered bands who might feel inclined

rebels in Lower California. Though 
the rebels there have never been al- 
lied with the Madero movement. the 
rebel chiefs here will send envoys or 
messages to Lower California urging 
the acceptance of the conditions 
agreed upon here.

The outer covering of the upper half 
of the dirigible, which is forty-eight 
feet in diameter, consists of silk 
treated with a special! watarprool 
dressing, over which aluminum dust 
has been sprinkled.

In nearly every instance there 
was a likelihood of confusion either 
with a number or with some other code 
letter. “W" was the least objection- 
able in this respect, and the abandon- 
ment of the word “double” makes 
Boston's method of calling conform to 
that of the other large cities of the

HOW TO COOK CARROTS. 


Humble Vegetable Can Be Made Into 
Appetizing Dishes. 

The humble carrot has an especially 
good effect on the system at this time, 
and despite its strong taste it may be 
made into the most delicate dishes. 

Winter carrots are slightly boiled in 
three different waters to remove this 
rankness, but the new spring sort is 
dainty enough to require one water 
only. Spring carrots, which begin to 


; appear in March, are delicious when 


bofied plainly and served with maitre 
d@’hotel—clarified butter sauce. A dust 
of finely chopped fresh parsley on top 
gives them a new piquancy to those 
who tire of the cnrrot taste. 

Carrots served with cream are first 
boiled in plain water and then drained 
and warmed anew in the sauce that 
has been preparing. To make this 
sauce dilute a little of the boil water 
with two-thirds crenm and thicken 
slightly with cornstarch: season with 
black pepper and salt and add a table- 
spoonful of butter. 

Carrot fritters are made with the 
cold bolled vegetable mashed up and 
mixed with breadcrumbs and egg; 
enough cream to make a thickish bat- 


; ter is used and the fritters are fried 


in oil. Oyster plant and parsnips are 
also delicious when served tn fritter 
form, the various ingredients used giv- 


ing the vegetables a most delicate 
taste. 


How to Roll Umbrella. 

A badly rolled up umbrella, besides 
looking unsightly. does not weur half 
as long as It ought to. The process of 
rolling an umbrella up neatly ts sim- | 
ple. The majority of people hold tt by | 
the handle and keep twisting the stick 
with one hand, while with the other 
they twist and roll the silk. Instead of 
this they should take hold of the um- 
brella just above the ribs of the cover. 

These points naturally lie evenly 
with the stick. They should be kept 
hold of and pressed tightly against the 
stick and then the cover should be 
rolled up. Holding the ribs thus pre- 
vents them from getting twisted out 
of place or bending out of shape, and | 
the silk is bound to follow evenly and 
roll smooth and tight. If an umbrella | 
is rolled jn this fashion until it is old 
enough to look rusty it will look as if 
newly bought 


How to Launder Black Clothes. 

First, binck clothes must never be 
washed in water that has heen used 
for either washing or rinsing white | 
things, as there Is always fine Hnt In 
this water which sticks to the black, 
and no amount of after rinsing will 
get it off. Wash in hot. clean soapsuds 
and rinse in the ordinary way. To 
starch, tuke a cupful of white corn- 
meal, place in a frying pan and set 
next the fire in the range. Burn this 
until it is a black, sticky mass, stir- 
ring it steadily. When all is black, 


| pour in boiling water, stirring all the 


while. Then strain and you have a 
splendid starch. Iron on the wrong 
side, 2nd your shirt waists will be beau- | 
tifully fresh und sweet.

MUST ‘BE ‘UPHELD 
President Refuses Pardons lo 
Morse and Walsh 


WON'T SHORTEN SENTENCES, 


Business Methods of Both Men Are | 
Scored In Long Opihion—Says 
Morse Realized More Keenly Than) 
Did Walsh the Evil of What He Was} 
Doing and‘ Deéservéed’ Heavier Sen- 
tence Than Chicago Banker 


Wasnington, May 25.—President 
Taft last night deniéd the applications 
for the pardon of Charles W. Morse 
of New York and John’ R. Walsh of 
two most prominent 


federal penitentiaries under the na- 
tional banking laws. Not only did the 
president refuse to pardon either 
Morse or Walsh,’ but he also declined 
at this time to exercise any other 


| sort of executive clemency in these 

cases or to shorten ‘the sentences im- 
posed upon the two men by the courts 
| in which they were convicted. 


In denying the pardons the’ presi- 
dent took a firm stand that the na-| 
tional banking laws or any other laws 
must be upheld when they affect the 
rich man, even more than when they 
affect the poor. 

The record in the Walsh case, the 
president said, in a long opinion, 
“shows moral turpitude of that in-| 
sidious and dangerous kind, to punish! 
which the national banking laws were | 
especially enacted.” ‘a 

In considering the case of Morse, | 
the president said, “that from a con-! 
sideration of the facts in each case, 
I have no doubt that Morse should, 
have received a heavier sentence than | 
Walsh. Indeed, the methods taken by} 
Morse tend to show that more keenly | 
than Walsh did he Tealize the evil of 
what he was doing.” 

In his opinion, in the Walsh case, | 
the president protested against the! 
failure to discriminate between legiti- | 
mate business and improper gain. | 
“The truth is,” said ne, “that in the} 
mad rush for wealth in the last few) 
decades, the lines between profit from | 
legitimate business and improper gain| 
from undue use of trust control over) 
other people’s property and money 
has sometimes been dimmed, and the 
interest of society requires that when- 
ever opportunity offers, those charged | 
with enforcement of the law’ should 
emphasize the distinction between 
honest business and dishonest breach- |

| es of trust.” 


The president’s denial of the appli- 
cations of Morse and Walsh for par- 
don does not mean that they must stay 
in prison until the end of their terms. 
Walsh began a sentence of five years 
in the Leavenworth penitentiary in 
January, 1910, and under the federal | 
parole law is eligible for parole next 
September. The president’s actfon 


| has no bearing whatever upon future 
| application for parole. 


Morse began 
his’ fifteen-year term in the Atlanta 
penitentiary in January, 1910, also. 

In denying Morse’s application, the 
president granted him leave to renew 
1913. Under ‘the! 
parole law Morse will be eligible for 
release in 1915.

Court in the 
Standard OW Decision 


HARLAN FILES HIS OPINION 


Ruling That Combination May Make 
“Normal and Lawful Agreement” 
Amorig Themselves Invades Right of 
Congress—Difficult to Prove “Un- 
reasonable” or “Undue” Restraint of 
Trade Involved in Each Case 


Washington, May 26.—Associate 
Justice Harlan filed in the supreme 
court his formal dissenting opinion in 
the Standard Oil case. Not satisfied 


with his oral dissent from the court’s 
decision as. handed down by Chiet 
Justice White, Harlan entirely re- 
wrote the stenographic report of his 
remarks from the bench. The oral 
dissent formed merely a framework 
for the final document, containing 
about 8000 words. 

Justice Harlan brands as “mis- 
chievous” the modification made by 
the court in the decree of the lower 
court permitting subsidiary corpora- 
tions of the Standard Oil, after dis- 
to make 
“normal and lawful agreement” among 
themselves. Chief Justice White had 
characterized this modification as a 
“minor matter.” 

Characterizing the majority opinion 
as “judicial legislation,” because 
qualifying words had been written into 
the Sherman anti-trust law by the de- 
cision. Harlan asserts that, in his 
the decree allows the sub- 
sidiary companies of the Standard to 
join forces for the restraint of trade 
so long as it is not “unreasanable” or 
“undue.” 

Justice Harlan quotes from the 
words of the chief justice to support 
some of his contentions as to the 
limitation of corporation activity in 
the future. He also reviews dispas- 
sionately the condition of popular 
sentiment which led to the passage of 
the anti-trust law. 

At the conclusion of his opinion 
Harlan acknowledged that his breth- 
ren had deemed it best to pursue a 
different course from that which he 
advocated. “They have now said,” 


‘explained the justice, “to those who 


condemn our former decisions and who 


| object to all legislative prehibitions 


of: contracts, combinations and trusts 
in restraint of interstate commerce, 
‘You may now restrain such com- 
merce, provided you are reasonable 
about it; only take care that the re- 
straint is not undue.” 

“The disposition of the case under 
consideration, according to the views 
of the defendants, will, it is claimed, 
quiet and give rest to ‘the business of 
the country.’ On the contrary, I have 


a strong conviction that it will throw 


the business of the country into con- 
fusion and invite widely extended and 
harrassing litigation, the injurious 


| effects of which will be felt for many 


years-to come. 

“When congress prohibited ‘every’ 
contract, combination or monopoly in 
restraint of commerce, it prescribed 
a simple, definite rule that all could 


| understand and which could be easily 


applied by every one wishing to obey 


| the law, and not to conduct their bus! 


ness in violation of the law. But now, 
it is to be feared, we are to have, in 
cases without number, the constantly 
recurring inquiry—difficult to solve by 
proof—whether the particular con- 
tract, combination of trust involved 
in each case is or 1s not an ‘unreagon- 
able’ or ‘undue’ restraint of trade.” 
The justice incorporated in his pre- 
pared opinion, in effect what he said 
orally, in dissenting in regard to the 
dangers of judicial legislation. “The 
supreme law of the land,” he added, 
“which is binding alike upon all—upon 
presidents, congresses, the courts and 
the people—give to congress and to 
congress alone, authority to regulate 
interstate commerce, and when con- 
gress forbids any restraint of such 
in any form, all must 
obey its mandate. To overreach the 
action of congress merely by judicial 
construction, that is by indirection,

STEEL L SECRETS | 


Aimits That Tres THs ’S Putose 
Is to Choke Competition 


Other Interesting Revelations 


Washington, May 29.—Relating how 


Andrew Carnegie was forced to aban- 
don plans for extending his steel! busi- 


ness, John W. Gates frankly admit- | 
ted to the house investigating com- | 
mittee the gigantic industrial combi- | 
nation known as the “steel trust’ was | 
formed to throttle competition, and ! 


he surprised the committee with the 
further information that when John 
D. Rockefeller sought to enter the 
steel business a deal was put through 
by which the Standard Oil magnate 
Was forced to sell out for 40 cents on 
the dollar. 

Characterizing Carnegie as “a bull 
in a china shop,” Gates told of a mid- 
oight, conference between himself, 
Charles M. Schwab and J. P. Mor- 
fan, at which the steel corporation 
was conceived, and how it resulted in 
Carnegie’s getting $320,000,000 in the 
corporation’s securities for his steel 
interests, which he had previously 
offered for $160,000,000 in cash. 

Mr. Gates’ revelations gave an il- 
luminating history of the United States 
Stee! corporation. 

Having been at the birth of the 


{greatest steel manufacturing concern 
tin the world, he described how it was 


the natural outcome of what he de- 
scribed ‘as the refusal of Carnegie to 
be bound by the “gentlemen’s agree- 
ments” which marked the early days 
of open competition in the steel busi- 
ness.

Mr. Gates also told the committee 
of the taking over of the Tennessce 
Coal and Iron company by the United 
States Steel corporation during the 
panic of 1997, a deal in which he ws 
interested as a stockholder of the Ten- 
nefsee company. This, he declared, 
Was a forced transaction, carried out 
by Morgan and other financial leaders 
to save from ruin the Trust Company 
of America, threatened by the flancial 
upheaval because it had loaned too 
much money on stock of the Ten- 
nessee Coal and Iron company. 

Pians made by Carnegie in 1S 
and 1900 to cirele his steel interests 
with a railroad of his own and to 
compete with the National Tube com- 
pany, just organized by Morgan, by 
the erection of a tube works at Ashta- 
buja, O., were the factors that led to 
the birth of the steel combine. Gates 
reyealed how Morgan learned cf Car- 
negie’s plans, sought the advice of
